Menke on the board, as he was a Ger- 
man, and would represent their inter- 
ests, etc. In fact, Mr. Huber fairly 
gushed over Mr. Mcuke's nomination. 
So did several others. 


But in the interim between the cau- 


cus and the meeting of the city coun- 
cil, outside influences . began to work 
against Mr. Menke. 
It was rumored 


that he was favorable to a certain can- 
didate for sanitary policeman. In fact, 
many things were rumored by various 
councilmen, who wanted to turn Mr. 
Mi?nke down for some reason or other. 
When the news of this reached Mr. 
Menke's friends, they saw the various 
councilmen and secured pledges from 
enough of them—including Herr Huber 
—to elect him, but did not make any 
active effort, supposing of course that 
the members would abide by the caucus 
decision. 


Their surprise can be imagined when 


council met and Mr. Wail. \\ ho was 
chosen to present the names of the 
board of health candidates, ignored Mr. 
Menke altogether and nominated in his 
place Mr. \V. L. H. Jack. Then it was 
that Mr. Winters, growing indignant, 
nominated Mr. Menke,
